OPIUM.—Very recently two instances of theft 
of Opium from on board boats, which were con- 
veying it toa Steamer, have been bronght to the 
notice of the Board of Revenue, and from re- 
presentations which have been made by some of 
the Opium Shippers, it appears that such thefts 
are of very constant occurrence. — . 

2.—It ‘appears that some Shippers are in the 
habit, with the view to save interest on their 
money, of postponing to take delivery of the 
Opium saribeait by them at the Government 
Sales, or to make payment for it, until late in the 
afternoon before the Steamer, which is to convey 
it from the Port, starts; as a consequence, the 
Opium is frequently exposed all night on the river 
in boats, and opportunity is thus afforded for theft. 
It becomes necessary therefore, in the interests 
both of the Government and of the Shippers, 
that measures should be devised to gaard against 
thefts of Provision Opium while in transit from 
the Godowns to the Vessel which is to convey it 
from the Port, and with this view the following 
rules have been framed. These rules will come 
in'o uperativn trom the 15th August 1869 :-= 

Ruxes. 

1,—Until the proposed Jetties are erected, all 
Opium intended for export shall be conveyed to 
the Steamer or Ship from the Ghit opposite to 
the Opium Godowns, and in covered Cargo Boats, 
with properly secured hatches. 

2.—As soon as the Intendant of the Opium 
Godowns receives the first application for delivery, 
he shall make immediate report to the Collector 
of Customs, who will at once appoint one or 
more Preventive Officers, as may be necessary, to 
be in attendance at the Ghat at which the Cargo 
Boat shall lie. In his report the Intendant shall 
mention the probable number of Chests which 
will be removed during the day, and each day as 
a as clearances are going on he shall “furmish a 
similar report to the Collector.
